collectors are not acquainted with 
the objects to this organization. 


It is a trade organization of 
stamp merchants and philatelic 
publishers. It has been in exist- 
ence for nearly fifteen years, and 
has been functioning, gradually 
and slowly, not only as a mutual 
aid for professional stamp dealer, 
but also for the collector-custom- 
er. 


As one of our younger mem- 
bers set forth in his bold Broad- 
way style: Does the collector 
know that this organization is 
working for him as well as our- 
selves? 

Every collector appreciates that 
he places himself at the mercy of 
a stamp dealer when he buys mer- 
chandise from him. This is true in 
this line of business more than in 
most lines. The A. S. D. A. knows 
that the collector appreciates the 
fact that a trade organization is 
maintained which aims to set a 
standard of business ability, phila- 
telic knowledge and old-fashioned 
honesty as a requisite for member- 
ship in the A. S. D. A. 

In late years, members have 
been accepted by invitation only, 
and although we have not yet 
completed our field of survey as to 
all the dealers who should be en- 
titled to invitation, we are pro- 
ceeding slowly but surely to the 
position where eventually the col- 
lector-customer will want to know 
why this dealer or that dealer is 
not affiliated with the A. S. D. A. 

If this trade body is to mean 
anything, it must mean that its 
members maintain a high repute 
in financial transactions, that they 
sell only bona fide merchandise, 
and that they are sufficiently well 





versed in the arts of philately to 
know whether the merchandise 
they sell is good or bad. 

In stamp transactions the buyer 
is depending to a large degree on 
the knowledge of the seller. The 
buyer does not have the protec- 
tion of trade-mark goods to the 
same extent that he does in other 
lines of business.

We quote the following from 
President Hugh M. Clark’s yearly 
report to the membership: 

“In our convention of last year, 
we defined unsolicited approvals 
as follows: ‘An assortment of 
stamps sent to anyone who has 
never given express or implied re- 
quest or permission for such send- 
ings.’ In the past it has been most 
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difficult to obtain satisfactory 
understanding in regard to un- 
solicited approvals where they are 
sent by first class mail. I am 
pleased to give publicity to a let- 
ter just received by Mr. Rotnem 
which I read:

My dear sir: 

The receipt is acknowledged of 
your letter of the 9th inst., ad- 
dressed to the chief inspector of 
this department, in which you in- 
quire with respect to the practice 
of certain concerns in sending un- 
solicited merchandise through the 
mails for the purpose of sale. I 
can assure you that the depart- 
ment is not unmindful of the in- 
convenience and annoyance occa- 
sioned to addressees of such mat- 
ter. 

The practice first started with 
the sending of such unordered 
merchandise by C. O. D. This was 
quickly stopped by fraud order 
proceedings in a few instances 
and later the adoption of a regu- 
lation denying such matter the C. 
O. D. privilege. 

The promoters of these schemes 
then resorted to the device of in- 
suring their parcels but this 
privilege was also withdrawn from 
them by an appropriate regula- 
tion embodied in the Postal Laws 
and Regulations. 

Many complaints are received 
by the department from persons 
who have been sent unordered 
merchandise by ordinary mail. All 
such complaints are advised by 
this department that the Postal 
Regulations do not require them 
to receive or account for such mer- 
chandise. Of course, you under- 
stand that it would be beyond the 
province of the department to at- 
tempt to pass upon the theoretical 
civil liability of the addressees of 
such matter. 

Bills have been introduced in 
the present session of Congress 
designed to prohibit the practice 
of sending through the mails, for

This is the most encouraging 
news that has yet come to us. The 
teeth of the Post Office ruling is 
contained in this one _ sentence: 
All such complainants are advised 
by this department that the postal 
regulations do not require them to 
receive or account for such mer- 
chandise.’ 

This convention is gratified that 
the American Stamp Dealers’ in- 
terest in bringing about a higher 
type of ethics in this regard is now 
in a fair way of being enacted into 
the Federal statutes and is at 
present, a postal ruling.” 

The consulates of foreign gov- 
ernments have been the most 
kindly in co-operating with the A. 
S. D. A. You will find herewith 
1 reply received from the consul- 
ate general of Switzerland, which 
involved the receipt by the cus- 
tomer of an A. S. D. A. member, 
of two unsolicited approval selec- 
tions from two different dealers 
in Switzerland: 

“We wish to state that we com- 
pletely endorse the aims of your 
association in trying to suppress 
the tendency of certain stamp 
dealers to submit on approval se- 
lections which have not been so- 
licited. On several occasions we 
have warned Swiss firms of this 
practice, notifying them that we 
would not take care of any claims 
they had against the addressees. 

“We are going to return to the 
senders the two envelopes of 
stamps in question and will draw 
their attention to the decision tak- 
en in this connection by your as- 
sociation and the United States 
Post Office Department.

The other 
stamps of the set picture besides 
notable Greek personages, battle 
scenes, etc. A stamp that is in a 
class with our own 15c 1869 issue, 
the 25 drachma stamp of this se- 
ries pictures “Proclaiming of In- 
dependence”. 


In the 4 drachma stamp the 
white portion of the map, as 
shown marked 1830, denotes the 
year of their freedom from Turk- 
ish rule and shows the size of 
Greece at that date. 


The black or solid portion of the 
map with the date 1930 shows the 
addition to Greek territory as a re- 
sult of the World War. The com- 
bined sections, of course, indicate 
Greece as it is today.

PHILIPPINES

Sempad, submits specimens of the 
current Transjordanian stamps up 
to and including the 500 milliemes 
value overprinted in Cairo “Locust 
Campaign” in English and Arabic, 
They were issued on April Ist as 
a means of raising money to com- 
bat the plague of locusts that has 
played havoc amongst the local 
crops, and will continue in circu- 
lation until May 30th, when any 
unused remainders will be de- 
stroyed. 

Messrs. Whitfield King & Co., 
to whom we are also indebted for 
a set of the Locust Campaign 
stamps, inform us that in each 
sheet of the denominations 50, 90, 
100, and 200 Mills. an error oc- 
curred on two stamps, viz. the fifth 
in the seventh and the eighth in 
the ninth rows respectively, but 
it is not known what form these 
took as they were removed from 
the sheets before the issue and 
burnt. 

Another variety with the “c” 
omitted from the word “Locust” 
has been noted, however, on the 
third stamp in the fifth row of 
sheets of the highest value, viz 
500 mills. As only 3,000 of this 
og Afuo poqzutidieao o10M duieys 
can exist and the variety should 
therefore prove extremely scarce.

In a recent issue of this paper, 
the Precancel Editor, Prof. A. F. 
Gamber, discussed the present day 
“fashion” in Bureau Print collect- 
ing as though it were a Florida 
ery transferred to the philatelic 
field. 

Precancel collectors probably 
read this article with understand- 
ing and considerable sympathy for 
the predicament in which Prof. 
Gamber finds himself; but to the 
general collector outside the pre- 
cancel hobby, some of his state- 
ments should be interpreted. 

The professor has accumulated 
two extraordinary collections by 
incessant labor over a period of 
years. He has one of the finest 
general collections of precancels 
now in existence, and he has one 
of the two most complete special- 
ized collections of city-type coils. 
Either of these is a _ philatelic 
treasure of the first water. 

However, he discovers in any 
direction that he turns that the 
gems of his collection—stamps of 
great rarity and of classic stand- 
ing—are not regarded in the same 
monetary light as many varieties 
of Bureau Prints (those precancels 
which are overprinted at the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing in 
Washington) which are much 
more numerous and more widely 
held by collectors. He is led to the 
conclusion that a lot of collectors 
are being grossly fooled as to the 
true value of Bureau Prints, and 
because of the large number held, 
that prices are due for deflation 
just as the bottom dropped out of 
the collection of special favors on 
commemoratives several years 
ago. 

A collector outside the precancel 
fold can draw a parallel to this 
situation. It is as though a per- 
son had assembled a general col- 
lection from all parts of the world, 
including many rarities from Cen- 
tral and South America, of which 
only a few thousand are in exist- 
ence, and had found these stamps 
to be catalogued on a par with 
some of the old United States is- 
sues of which a hundred thousand 
copies are known. This man 
might logically contend that the 
South American rarity is worth 
ten or twenty times the price of 
the U. S. stamp on the basis of 
quantity issued and _ specimens 
saved, and he would be drawing 
the same conclusion that Prof. 
Gamber draws with relation to 
Bureau Prints. 

The fact is that U. S. stamps 
are the gilt edged securities of the 
philatelic world, because there are 
more collectors collecting them 
than any other country, and more 


money is available to buy them 
than any other country. The price 
is not governed by supply but by 
demand. No catalog editor would 
think of basing his prices on any 
other basis. 

It is therefore not strange to 
find that Bureau Prints, which are 
the most popular of precancels, 
are setting up prices far in ad- 
vance of much rarer city types. 
The reason is simple. All general 
precancel collectors are grabbing 
Bureaus, practically all specialized 
precancel collectors are saving 
Bureaus in addition to their spe- 
cialty, and hundreds of collectors 
are collecting nothing but Bu- 
reaus. The demand is strong and 
the price is rising to meet the de- 
mand. 

Prof. Gamber states that if half 
the collectors who are now salting 
away Bureaus were to leave the 
game, the bott »m would fall out of 
the specialty « ernight. That may 
sound strange co some folks, but 
to a Wall Street operator, it is as 
simple as ABC. If half the out- 
standing shares of U. S. Steel 
were dumped on the market dur- 
ing a business day, the greatest 
panic in the history of the world 
would result. But this calamity is 
nothing to worry about just now, 
for the simple reason that most 
holders of U. S. Steel shares are 
keeping a tight grip on them. 

The rise of Bureau Print Pre- 
cancels during the past two years 
may be attributed to two factors: 
first, the fact that three separate 
and distinct series have been cre- 
ated by the Post Office Depart- 
ment during that interval, thus in- 
creasing the number of varieties 
to the point where a collector can 
spend his entire time on this spe- 
cialty; and second, the _ official 
character of the precancellation 
has convinced an increasing num- 
ber of both general precancel col- 
lectors and U. S. specialists alike 
that the future of these minor 
U. S. varieties partake alike of the 
precancel and U. S. general issues 
and will be increasingly popular 
as the years go on. 


Any reader of this paper inter- 
ested in Bureau Prints and having 
no background of experience up- 
on which to judge prices, may se- 
cure authoritative advice and find 
a sympathetic counselor in Dr. W.

Now if the Society 
will only appoint a nominating 
committee whose business it will 
be to put up two complete tickets 
for election each time, it will have 
done much to foster interest of the 
members in the Society. If a mem- 
ber is to be kept interested he 
must have opportunity to partici- 
pate in all affairs of the Society. 
One of the vital affairs is the elec- 
tion of its officers. This thing of 
sending out ballots with but one 
set of names on to vote for is a 
rank waste of the Society’s money. 
Let us have a choice and some real 
campaigns. 


Here are the questions pro- 
pounded-—and just as a key to an 
average man’s feeling on the mat- 
ter, the Editor has given his an- 
swers to the questions. 


1. Shall the membership be re- 
numbered? Yes. 


2. Shall Re-instated members re- 
ceive a new number? Yes. 
(They would have to if mem- 
ship is renumbered. 


3. Shall the Life Membership fee 
be fixed at $50.00? Yes. (I 
vote this way because it is 
said by actuaries that the $30 
fee is too low.) 


4, Shall the Convention proceed- 
ings be published Verbatim? 
Yes. (Members should have 
the facts.) 


5. Shall the Editor’s Salary be 
increased? No. (Cut the size 
of the monthly publication 
down to Official reports.) 


6. Shall the Secretary’s salary 
be increased? Yes, provided 
the volume of work justifies 
same.)

Shall the Treasurer’s salary be 
increased ? Yes. (Present 
amount does not seem suffi- 
cient.) 


8. Shall interest on all funds be 
paid into General Fund? Yes. 


9. Shall transportation of Editor 
and Treasurer be paid to Con- 
vention? Yes, provided they 
are required to be in attend- 
ance. 


10. Shall the membership list be 
abridged? Yes. 


11. Shall an expelled member be 
dropped by all branches? Yes. 


12. Shall the A. P. S. adopt a 
Code of Ethics? Yes. (Can 
not do any harm and can do 
some good.) 


13. Shall Counterfeit Stamps be 
Branded as such? Yes and 
No. (There is too much room 
for argument on this question 
to answer it in one word, thus 
we use three words which still 
leaves it open for discussion.)

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I learned from a letter from C. Z. 
that it was possible that a cachet 
would be provided for this return 
flight at Cristobal and cabled a 
friend to send covers, and was de- 
lighted on the morning of May 4th 
to receive them, bearing a nice 
large purple cachet, picturing this 
direct route, with the words, 
“Cristobal to Miami, Inaugurating 
33 hour direct service. F. A. M. 
5, May 1st, 1930”. Panama also ap- 
plied a cachet to mail sent from 
there on this flight (a small red 
one) containing wording, “Primer 
Vuelo Directo-Vuelo Lindbergh- 
Panama-Cuba-EE.UU.” It looks as 
if Pan-American Airways were in 
such a hurry to provide this serv- 
ice in competition with NYRBA 
line that they could not give such 
notice as would have permitted the 
sending of covers by collectors 
here. However, “Our Own” Lindy 
again demonstrated that flying a 
mail route wherever it may be is 
only in the day’s work with him. 


NYRBA Seven-Day Service. 


In this race for South American 
business the NYRBA seven-day 
service left Buenos Aires on May 
lst but I didn’t know it; and as it 
has not arrived can’t say how 
many covers if any came with it, 
but perhaps some of our southern 
friends remembered us, and if so, 
we'll tell you about it next week. 


Caracas-Maracaibo. 


Don Dickason reports that first 
day air mail service on this line 
was opened October 6th, 1930, and 
return flight on October 8th, 1930. 


Venezuela Extension. 


Chas. DeLagenau reports that 
all mail on hand at Miami, Fla., for 
the extension to Maracaibo, and 
Puerto Cabella, Venezuela, on 
April 26th was dispatched to Cris- 
tobal, by the first direct flight 
piloted by Lindbergh, and would 
be held there until May 5th, to be 
carried on the Venezuela exten- 
sion, so that those collectors who 
got their covers to Miami early 
have postmarks which will show 
their covers to have been in these 
two very important events.

I am just in receipt of covers 
carried by the Graf Zeppelin on 
her recent flight to England on 
April 26th at which time Dr. Eck- 
ner was picked up and returned 
to Friedrickshafen, and incident- 
ally, this is a first tripper of the 
Graf to that country. 


Aero Postale to Brazil. 


This French air mail company 
has been granted a 15-year con- 
cession by the Brazilian govern- 
ment to operate an all-plane serv- 
ice from Lisbon, Portugal, to Af- 
rica and thence across the Atlan- 
tic to Pernambuco and Rio Ja- 
neio, Brazil. If successful this 
would displace the Junker Co. 
plane and boat service. It is re- 
ported that Jean Mermoz will pi- 
lot the first flight, and by the way 
Mermoz piloted the first flight 
from Buenos Aires to Santiago, 
Chile, also. 


The Rocket Plane. 


If Dr. Paul Heylandt’s rocket 
plane using a combination of liq- 
uid fuel and pure liquid oxygen is 
successful and can speed a plane 
up to 300 to 600 miles per hour 
as looks possible, our mail would 
be crossing the Atlantic in six or 
eight hours. 


San Diego, Calif. 


W. Irving Glover advises that 
on June Ist direct air mail service 
will be inaugurated from San 
Diego, Calif., on Route C. A. M. 
No. 4, Salt Lake City to Los An- 
geles. This is the first extension 
of any route under the provisions 
of the new law, just passed. A 
special cachet will be provided 
for mail on this occasion. 


Dedications. 


Forrest City, Arkansas, dedicat- 
ed its airport May 4th. No cachet 
was provided but a private cachet 
was applied to 63 air mail covers 
and signed by the officials. Lu- 
cerne, Calif., dedicated April 26th 
and 27th. No cachet, but covers 
bear statement that they were 
flown by R. G. Alderman, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce. 
Oakdale, Calif., dedicated May 4th 
and had a large circular cachet 
with wording around the “Oak 
Tree”. Gaylord, Mich., dedicated 
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MeMullin Airport May 3rd, with 
cachet in writing signed by the 
secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, six covers mailed. Norton, 
Kansas, dedicated Municipal Air- 
port May 4th with a good cachet. 


Glen Curtiss Anniversary. 


The twentieth anniversary of 
Glen Curtiss’s memorable flight 
down the Hudson River from Al- 
bany to New York, will be cele- 
brated May 29th and 30th by an- 
other flight of a large fleet of 
modern planes. Mr. Glover is on 
the committee for this celebration, 
and we have no doubt but that 
special markings of air mail will 
be provided for the event. 


Miscellaneous. 


Ashville-Hendersonville dedica- 
tion set for June 20, 21, and 22 
and sticker has been provided. 
Tonopah, Nevada, returns covers 
saying no airport. Cover received 
bearing cachet “First Direct-Dis- 
patch, Pasadena, Calif., to Salt 
Lake City, via Alhambra on May 
4th” signed by contractor. Also 
from Salem, Oregon, May 4th, be- 
ing the oceasion of the first glider 
flight and autographed by Claude 
A. Grimm, pilot. Chas. deLagenau 
reports he has a cover from Puer- 
to Cabezas, May Ist, 1930, on 
Lindy’s return flight, and bearing 
the Panama cachet. Cleveland- 
Detroit Amphibian covers came 
through May 5th with nice cachet 
by the contractor. Pontiac, Mich., 
will have a cachet for the Second 
Annual Michigan Air Tour in July. 
Send covers to Kenneth Jennings, 
52 N. Paddock St. Delta, Colo., 
will dedicate May 30th. National 
Balloon Races at Houston, Texas, 
on June 10th.

It 
is certain that with a fee now re- 
quired of but one dollar to carry a 
membership with all of its bene- 
fits up to January Ist, 1931, that 
we shall show an increase in mem- 
bers the like of which no society 
of this kind has ever experienced. 
We have held close to fifty each 
month since organization. The last 
mailing of the bulletin carried to 
you an extra application blank.

The evening of May 5th your 
chairmen spent in Toledo, Ohio, as 
the guest of the Toledo Philatelic 
Society.

A personal call by your chair- 
man on the sales manager has re- 
sulted in learning that we have a 
mighty fine sales manager in our 
Member Norm. Ringelman. He 
surely knows his job and at this 
time has several circuits out. He 
stated his need of “good covers” 
such as pioneers, old contracts, 
souvenir-historical, crash and flood 
and experimental covers. He has 
a steady call for these. Several 
members have sent in a lot of the 
cheaper show covers, the cheaper 
dedications, etc., which are not 
called for. He has thus provided 


other ways to get them before in- 
terested purchasers without mem- 
bers on a circuit having to stand 
the expensive forwarding charge 
on covers they do not want. This 


is the one thing which discourages 
a member being on a circuit. We 
shall avoid those mistakes in our 
sales department and shall hold 
only the better class of covers for 
circulation. The cheaper covers 
which every collector seems to 
have an abundance of shall be list- 
ed on a mimeo form and shall be 
mailed out with the Bob’s Bulletin. 
In this way there will be no ex- 
pense in forwarding a lot and they 
however shall reach interested 
buyers. Bob feels that this first 
visit with the sales manager has 
taken a lot of worry from him and 
also has provided a way for the 
offering of the cheaper covers sent 
in for disposal. 





The board has offered the posi- 
tion of publicity manager to one 
of our very aggressive and active 
members, No. 20, Ed. Friedman, 
Cleveland, Ohio. The fine part is 
that Ed has accepted and we can 
feel that the interests of the 
AAPS shall be fully protected as 
far as publicity is concerned. Ed. 
has recently stated that we seem 
to be getting stronger and better, 
that there must be a_ reason. 
(There is—Live fellows who have 
not forgotten how to be fair fel- 
lows. Sort of the same kind we 
know Ed. to be, have just gone 
ahead with the “I will” spirit and 
built the AAPS upon a foundation 
of worth.) You have it all your 
own way, Ed., so shake your rattle 
and strike.
